Crowd figures, floodlighting, player costs, 
accomodation and travel — the whole bit would have 
to be covered down to the last nut and bolt. 


Unfortunately recent history shows us some quick 
decisions that have not panned out too well. 


For example there is little merit in the scheme to 
kick off NSL games at 2.30pm and then replay the 
main match at 4.30pm. 


Australia-Wide 


What is needed is a truly National competition of 16 
clubs, drawn from all over the couniry. 


Facilities-wise, the fields, spectator accomoda- 
tion, floodlighting, dressing accomodation and pre- 
ferably a separate training ground of a very high or- 
der are necessities. 

And the ground should ideally be available all the 
year round. 

In Melbourne, with the tennis centre going in and 
the limiting of parking space, Olympic Park has al- 
most been lost to the code, although some attempts 
are being made to revive it. 

If there is no solution there has to be a look around 
for another suitable ground. 

Over the years too much has been done of a short- J 
term nature.

HERE is Soccer heading with inter- 
national football within Australia. 

é Overall the answer appears to be not all 
that far at the moment, although Victoria showed the 
way with a very worthwhile presentation against 
English champions Everton. 

The proposed sponsored tour by Manchester 
United, Nottingham Forest and Glasgow Celtic fell 
by the wayside. 

In consequence the Australian Soccer Federation 
would do well not to dabble with such promotions in 
future. 

Yet the ASF has potentially one of the all time big- 
gest winners on its hands in the form of the Bicenten- 
nial Gold Cup with World Cup holders Argentina, 
Brazil and one other competing. 

If it can pull off that tournament with the necessary 
degree of financial success the game will certainly 
be the better for it. 

The NSW Federation, with a relatively large debt of 
some $300,000 on the Parklea development to liquid- 
ate, appears to be outside the market for touring 
teams at present. 

Queensland is cutting its own swathe in the Pacific 
region and Western Australia has its own Near East 
contacts. 

South Australia is well placed to work in with ASF 
promotions. 

What has been missing from the Australian scene 
for many years is properly promoted interstate 
matches. 

People coming to Australia so often look back with 
nostalgia to the international matches in Europe, 
South America and Asia. 

Whilst Australia cannot put its head in the sand 
internationally, it is high time that Soccer followers 
realised that a deal of the equivalent games here in- 
volves an interstate series. 

Room has to be found for at least a top level series 
to include NSW, Queensland, Victoria and South 
Australia with a Second Division states competition 
if the other states want it. 

This at least provides a basis on which something 
worthwhile can be built. 

The NSW-Queensland game in Brisbane in June 
was a shining beacon, pointing to what can be done. 

The general run of potential soccer supporters 
cannot be enticed into the game until these things 
come to pass. 

So far as the National Soccer League are concer- 
ned, they are once again looking to the possibility of 
promoting internationals to help to fill their coffers. 

This position was canvassed when the League 
was formed and in over 11 years little has been seen 
of it. 

So far as the individual NSL clubs are concerned, if 
they are to stage games on the lines of the pre-sea- 
son Vardor tour or the abortive PAOK or Glasgo 
Celtic affairs, then more is required. ° 

Acting at a couple of weeks notice In the latter 
cases does not create a good public impression, re- 


" gardless of possible financial gain and political 


issues between the clubs and the states. 

In the recent case the clubs should not have closed 
down the League for three weeks and lost essential 
income. 

It is difficult indeed to make comparisons between 
Soccer's position and other sports. 

Australian Rules has negligible international ex- 
posure, whilst Rugby League and Rugby Union keep 
all worthwhile international encounters under the 
control of their own organisations. 

It goes without saying that means must be found to 
ensure that the greatest degree of stability is injected 
into the Australian soccer scene’s international 
operations at every level. 

—o0o— 
THESE days Australian Soccer has an indoor game 
which is beginning to boom, 4s well the well-esta- 
blished outdoor major code. 

One of the avoidable major mistakes of past years 
in the eastern states was to let ‘touch footy’, a deriva- 
tion of rugby league, go its own way without fully 
replying to it. 

It is something which the amateur organisations 
and the coaching service might have picked up. 

All along the eastern coast in particular and in city 
and country on summer afternoons the grounds are 
there for games to be played on a ‘no hard tackle’ 
basis. 

A series of competitions, extending those already 
held, could prove extremely poular and increase the 
skills factor tremendously. 

Who will pick up the challenge first — the NSW 
Amateur Federation or the Australian Indoor Soccer 
Federation?

AUSTRALIA TO MEND 


OCEANIA 


BRIDGES

THERE is a tendency for Pacific nations involved 
in the Oceania Football Confederation to feel that 
big brother, in the form of Australia, overwhelms 


them. 


George Dick, an Austra- 
lian delegate to the recent 
Oceania meeting in Auck- 
land, believes that Austra- 
lia will have to mend a few 
bridges in coming days. 

He told ASW: “Ocea- 
nia must be built further to 
show FIFA that the region 
is much more meaningful. 

“Quiet but genuine 
help must be given to 
Vanuatu and the Solomon 
Islands so that their admi- 
nistration is raised to stan- 
dards which will enable 
FIFA to accept them into 
membership.” 

One big gain was can- 
vassed by New Cale- 
donia's representative. It 
appears that New Caldeo- 
nia has brought the clock 
forward and is placing 
Oceania membership 
ahead of its existing posit 
on within the French Foot- 
ball Federation. 

Development funds 
long held by Oceania, 
should be at last utilised to 
achieve the Confedera- 
tion's objectives: 

Amongst the positive 
things to come out of the 
meeting was an attempt to 
improve the status of 
Oceania referees. 


A panel will be graded 
on ability with the aim of 
having officials well cap- 
able of attending to many 
World Cup and Olympic 
Games fixtures. 


In addition a seminar is 
to take place of recognised 
technical directors and 
leading coaches from vari- 
ous countries. 


This is expected to be 
held in Australia and Aus- 
tralian coaching accredit- 
ation standards will be 
employed. 

A strange twist came in 
the selection of New Zea- 
land chief Charlie Dem- 
psey’s daughter Mrs 
Josephine King as OFC 
secretary. 

Australia and New Zea- 
land voted for George Dick 
but the smaller countries 
carried the day due to the 
excellent work put in for 
years by Mrs King as ‘de 
facto’ secretary although 
Keith Young held the posi- 
tion officially. a

tralia, Fiji, New Zealand, 
Papua New Guinea, Tai- 
wan and West Samoa. 
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sive. 

Let's have a national 
knockout contest during 
the season. 


And let's leave time for 
internationals, interestate 
games and visits by over- 
seas clubs. 

Soccer is not, and never 
will be, a 12-months of the 
year sport. 


And when are we going 
to stop trying to run Soccer 
to suit the national team? 


On the latter scene, is it 
not about time we ran our 
internationals as other 
countries do with no great 
upheavel to the main 
league? 


Other Soccer nations do 
not fold up their competi- 
tion because there are 
internationls or World Cup 
qualifying games. 


Certainly Italy and 
Greece, and perhaps 
others in Europe, will have 
a blank Saturday or Sun- 
day for an_ international, 
but they program their 
season to accomodate 
them. 


Their secret is that they 
do not try to play Soccer 12 
months of the year. 


Surely we can get back 


to the days when a team - 


had to have two or more 
players in the international 
side before they could ask 
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for a postponment. 

With Olympic qualifiers 
and the Gold Cup series 
next year there is talk of 
Summer Soccer, early 
Starts, twilight games and 
night games. 


And clubs are being 
asked to seriously con- 
sider a switch to per- 


_ manent Summer Soccer. 


This appears doomed. 


For starters, while it is 
hard to get fans out in rain 
and wind, it will be equally 
hard to get them to stand in 
boiling sun. 


So you play night 
games, which have 
Proved popular. 


Magic! But how many 
clubs in the West End 
National .League have 
lights suitable for full-scale 
matches. 


Sydney can _ boast 
Croatia’s ground _ light- 
wide, but the facilities 
need updating. 


St George has lights for 
games, but not televised, 
Marconi has lights but 
again not suitable for TV 
either. 

Apia has no lights. 


This information comes 
from the NSL office, cur- 
rently taking a close look at 
grounds. 


Melbourne, apart from 


Olympic Park, has none.

CLUB STABILITY 


IT is said and cannot be denied that there are clubs 
which have been given a great deal of leniency in 
meeting their NSL commitments. 


No club should be 
allowed in at kick-off time 
unless it is finahcially 
sound. 

Nothing can be done on 
the premise: “‘Let us try it. 
We have nothing to lose.”’ 

In fact the bigger clubs 
have everything to lose. 
Especially if the people 
involved, even those who 
have had some experi- 
ence, continue to come up 
with the wrong answers. 


" Take international team 
visits. Who can bring in 
teams and when can they 
come? 

Marconi brought Var- 
dar. It was generally satis- 
factory, but should they be 
allowed to do so and anot- 
her club refused. 


ASF, NSL and the State 
Federations should try to 
pull together and not apart. 

We saw clubs such as 
Mooroolbark, Newcastle 
KB, Canberra City and 
Melita Eagles come into 
the league and they 
weren't properly _pre- 
pared. 

These sorts of situat- 
jons damage the game. 
For example you can’t 
wholsale plant _ players 
from the UK and New Zea- 
land to Newcastle and ex- 
pect it to work long term. 


And which comes first 
— the club competition or 
the national team? The

In these matters the competition. 


ALTHOUGH the present season is to run to November 8, the plain fact is that 
starting a major domestic competition to cover the October-early December 
period is an unknown quantity in Australia. 

In consequence the National Soccer League would do well to run a trial com- 
petition over this period before they attempt to go in off the deep end with a com- 
plete change from winter to summer football. 

This could be conducted in October-December 1988. 

One potential benefit is to obtain support from players and officials involved in 
the myriad of competitions that run through winter, especially in NSW. 

It remains to be seen whether this would happen under present circum- 
stances. 

Actually only a World Series Cricket drive or at least something akin to the 
basketball NBL promotion could do the trick properly. 

And unless there is stability in the NSL and regular use of top stadia there may 
be little improvement. 

Whilst administration is improving, the way the 1987 league began on so many 
sub-standard grounds means that the summer project must be treated with care 
by clubs and public alike. 

Just which grounds will be floodlit to television standards remains to be seen. 

Most clubs can’t afford $250,000 for new installations. 

There are people of 152 ethnic backgrounds in Australia. The top league caters 
for but a few major ones. 

Existing clubs should ensure that they don’t fall for the lemming syndrome. 

And State Leagues would need to become more compact — Say ten teams with 
three rounds to dominate the winter period.

“And not being able to 
produce any players 
means it is a concern that 
I've been given a job to do 
without necessarily hav- 
ing the proper tools to work 
with.” 


“But for all that, to take 
the job wasn’t a difficult 
decision to make and I'm 
looking forward to the 
chance to coach at NSL 
level.” Despite the pro- 
blems Merrick has already 
met with a degree of suc- 
cess with a first up win 
against Melbourne 
Croatia and a point taken 
the following week against 
Sydney Olympic. “I think 
we were a wee bit lucky 
against Melbourne 
Croatia”, he explained.

JIMMY PATIKAS, one of Australia’s most spectacular players and 
Greek first division club AEK Athens, has sounded a loud and clear patriotic 
message to our Soccer administrators. 


“| want to play for Au- 
stralia,’’ the powerful, 
speedy attacking midfiel- 
der said during a recent 
holiday back home with 
his family. 

Yesterday morning, the 
23-year-old former Syd- 
ney Croatia midfielder 
flew out for Greece, 
where he has spent the 
last two years, to get 
ready for pre-season 
training for the new Greek 
season. 

Always a popular play- 
er with Australian fans, 
but most importantly with 
his fellow players, Patikas 
has held great pride in 
wearing the Green and 
Gold: of the Socceroos. 

“| love Australia and | 
love to play for my con- 
try,"’ he said yesterday. 

What a stark contrast 
to some of our other stars 
now playing in Europe 
and Britain. 

No talk of swopping 
passports to qualify for 
other national teams. 

No talk of ‘‘money 
comes first’. 

No talk of ‘‘my club 
won't like it’’. 

No talk of ‘I want to 
play for Australia but it is 
difficult for me to get 
away”’. 

The Patikas message 
was sharp, short and very 
clear, but. most of all, re- 
freshingly patriotic. 

“1 want to play for Au- 
stralia.” 

The Sydney-born Pati- 
kas has taken Greece by 
storm with his explosive 
acceleration. 

Now playing for AEK as 
a free midfielder, Jimmy 
has established himself 
as a regular first grader in 
Greece. 

In 1981, Patikas blos- 
somed with Australia’s 
World Youth Champion- 
ship squad in the finals 
played in Australia. 

In 1983 he was still 
young enough to repre- 
sent Australia in the 
World Youth Finals in 
Mexico. 

Patikas, in those Mex- 
ico finals in 1983, scored 
Australia’s winning goal 
that torpedoed Cup 
favourites, Scotland.

DOBSON AT MELBOURNE

IAN DOBSON, Melbourne Croatia’s recent 
$12,000 signing from Preston Makedonia, is the 
newest member of a most impressive but no-so- 
exclusive club. 

Dobson, the former Preston skipper, becomes the 
most recent addition to the list of players either 
‘sacked’, disregarded or sold by the Connor Reserve 
club in the past couple of years. 

The nuggety, 29-year-old central defender re- 
ceived his marching orders from Preston at the same 
time as coach Bill Murray when the NSL season re- 
cessed for three weeks recently. 

Dobson now joins a list that reads like a who’s who 
In Victorian Soccer and includes such adroit stars as 
Robbie Dunn, Zarko Odzakov, Sean Lane, Warren 
Spink, Gary Cole, Graham Heys, Richard Wilson, Ge- 
orge Campbell, Claude Lucchesi, Jeff Faulkner and 
Robbie Cullen. 

Almost all have continued to play in the national 
league with considerable success and many have 
gone on the receive even greater accolades. 

Doubtless Dobson will go on to show how very 
wrong Makedonia has been to disregard him as he 
joins former partner Robbie Dunn in the heart of the 
Melbourne Croatia defence. 

“Obviously there’s got to be something very 
wrong there (at Preston)”, Dobson believes. 

“The stability in the club is just not there and that’s 
why there has been no success.” 

Although Dobson is not upset at having to leave 
his club of three seasons, the club he joined from 
State Leaguers Croydon City, he isn’t pleased about 
the way the break came about. 

“No, I’m not upset at leaving but | thought I'd play 
out my career at Preston and I'm bitter about the way 
It (the sacking) was done”, the amiable Dobson told 
ASW.

For Dobson the Preston Makedonia era is now well 
and truly closed. 

A number of clubs, including reigning national 
champion Adelaide City, came in for him but for Dob- 
son the chance to join Melbourne Croatia was too 
good to miss. 


Apart from teaming up with former Preston team 
mate Robbie Dunn it is also a chance to join up again 
with Peter Ollerton who, as the then coach of Make- 
donia, pulled Dobson out of State League obscurity 
and Into the NSL. 

“Peter is a great motivator, you know what he 
wants and what he expects to you’, Dobsons ays of 
the Croatia boss. 

“You know where you stand with him.” 
“As far as Robbie (Dunn) is concerned he has im-

“When the results started to go badly some people 
at the club accused me of having an influence on the 


proved a hell of a lot since he left Preston. 

“Not in playing ability but he mentally matured. 

“He’s been a bit of a late developer but with his 
experience | regard him as one of the best stoppers in 
the land.” . 

Melbourne Croatia’s impressive first-team squad, 
including another ex-Preston team mate in Graham 
Heys, has a potential that impresses Dobson. 

“The look of the squad at Croatia is tremendous 
and they should be higher up the league than they 
are”, he says.

INDOOR — GAME OF THE FUTURE 


THE Australian sporting world is going to hear a 
lot more about indoor Soccer. 

Futsal, or Saloon Football as it is known in the 
56 other countries throughout the world where it 
is a major participant and spectator sport, is rela- 
tively new to the Australian sporting scene. 


There are various forms 
of the indoor game. 

The North American or 
English variety is played 
with perimeter walls. 

Futsal or International 
Rules Indoor Soccer play- 
ed in most countries, 
including Australia, is 
played on an area roughly 
the same size as a tennis, 
volleyball or basketball 
court. 

It has no perimeter walls 
and is played with a small- 
er, heavier ball. 

Futsal has its origins in 
Brazil, the current world 
champions, where there 
are 14.6 MILLION registe- 
red players. 

That's almost more re- 
gistered indoor Soccer 
players than the entire 
Australian population. 

Due to a lack of playing 
fields as we know them, all 
Brazilian youngsters are 
brought up on Futsal per- 
haps explaining the rea- 


son for the unique skills of 
Brazilian footballers. 

Pele, Zico and company 
are all products of Futsal. 

Australia has 112,000 
male and female players 
and is truly one of the 
boom sports in Australia. 

In 1988 Australia will 
host the third World Cup — 
not surprisingly Brazil 
were World champions in 
the previous two World 
Cups. 

! first became aware of 
Futsal on a seven week 
study tour of Brazil three 
years ago. 

1! became an immediate 
fan. 

The purpose of the trip

In 1988/89 season the Italian first division proposes to change the format and 
go to awarding three points for a win, none for a loss and the event of a drawn 
game a penalty shoot-out will decide who gets two points for the draw and who 
gets one, as they will be doing in this years upcoming Italian Cup. 

This idea will have its opponents but for me it is a lot better than the current

HOBART City-Azzurri has been expelled from both the Cadbury State and 
Pepsi Youth Leagues after its senior side walked off in the match against 
Caledonians on Saturday, July 4. 


The decision to expel 
the club was made by the 
Tasmanian Soccer Asso- 
ciation executive commit- 
tee at a special meeting 
held at Soccer House on 
Monaay, July 6. 

The meeting resolved 
that all members con- 
demned the actions of Ho- 
bart City in walking off the 
ground before the comple- 
tion of the match. 

The Hobart City senior 
side walked off with half an 
hour of its match against 
Calies still to play. 

Hobart City was trailing 
Calies 2-0 at the time and 
had just had two players, 
defenders Michael Pace 
and Johan  Hogenbirk, 
sent off for persistent in- 
fringement of the laws of 
the game. 

The Pepsi Youth Lea- 
gue match between the 
two clubs scheduled for 
the following day was also 
called off. 

In addition to its expul- 
sion from both leagues for 
the remainder of this sea- 
son, Hobart City received 
a number of other very 
severe penalties. 
© The club will not be per- 
mitted to piay in any senior 
competition until the com- 
mencement of the 1988 le- 


ague season, which me- 
ans it is ineligible to com- 
pete in next year’s pre-se- 
ason Summer Cup tourna- 
ment. 

@ When City does return to 
competitive Soccer, it 
must be at a level no higher 
than Southern Tas- 
mania’s Rothmans Lea- 
gue Division Two. 

© This means, in effect, 
that the club has been de- 
moted to the third division 
of the Southern Tas- 
manian competition be- 
cause the Cadbury State 
League is the premier 
competition, followed by 
the Rothmans League 
First Division. 

© A fine of $2,500 has also 
been imposed on the slub 
and this must be paid prior 
to the TSA accepting team 
nominations from the club. 
@ All the club's currently re- 
gistered players who have 
played in either Cadbury 
State League or Pepsi 
Youth League matches 
this season are suspen- 
ded until the beginning of 
the 1988 playing season.

that a new age bracket 
will apply next year to all 
junior Soccer played in 
the NSW Amateur Soc- 
cer Federation.

POSSIBLY one of the 
major causes in the de 
cline of players continuing 
on in “Soccer within the 
ACT is the lack of loyalty 
by the Soccer Federation 
towards the younger play- 
ers. Many of the players 
stay with the code until 
they are 15 or 16 years old 
and then drop out, mainly 
because they can see no 
future in continuing on in 
an organization which 
conducts much of its busi- 
ness behind closed doors 
and within select groups. 

If this sounds harsh ask 
yourself these question; 1. 
Does the ACT have junior 
Soccer representative 
teams? 2. If so when are 
the selection trials held? 
3. If we have represent- 
ative teams and trials are 
held where and when can 
my child attend? 

Very few people would 
have these answers but 
you may be assured that 
the ACT does in fact have 
representative teams 
which travel to various 
states competing in 


championships each 
year. 
Unfortunately _ register- 


ing and playing for a club 
team does not, although it 
should, give each player 
an equal chance to be 
selected to play for his 
state. 

From enquiries made 
no evidence can be found 
of trials being held for all 
interested players during 
the last six years.
